W e’ve added a twist to all the demos this month in order to get as 
much stuff on the disks as possible. What you’ll have to do is have 
some blank formatted disks at the ready to decompact everything on 
to, or, in the case of Tactical Manager Italia, which is quite possibly the 
biggest and most packed demo we’ve ever had, two disks. Luckily we’re 
giving you the chance to get your hands on five, so that’s okay. 

Insert disk one into your drive first of all. Once all the information 
has been stashed into your computer’s memory, you'll be invited to press 
a key to continue. It may be a good idea to follow this advice. That 
done, you'll be asked to replace the coverdisk with the first of your 
formatted ones, and to press [return]. By this time you will no doubt be 
whistling a few bars of The Sun Has Got Its Hat On because of the 
mirthful anticipation you are feeling, but within seconds, you'll be 
forced to stop this and replace your disk with the second formatted one, 
again pressing [return]. Soon you will have a beautiful two disk demo on 
your hands, and here's what you do. 

At the outset you'll have to choose a team from the Italian Serie B, 
the Idea being that you have to prove yourself in order to progress into 
Serie A. Every single option from the completed game is available for 
you to use - tactics, editors, transfers, substitutions - well, everything, 
you get the message. You have 11 weeks of the Serie B season (which 
includes the odd cup game and so on) to prove your worth as a top 
flight manager, which basically means you need some fairly 
convincing results right from the off. If at the end of this period 
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I n order to play this demo of Scott Haynes’ excellent shareware game, 
it might be an idea to insert disk two into the drive. You’d also be well 
advised to press [3] to get things rolling. Insert (when asked) another 
blank formatted disk into the drive, and Ace will decompact after 
another very brief spell of [return] pressing. After that, it’s hot platform 
action all the way with the rather oddly 
named Basil Bagoo. 

Basil has been dumping toxic waste, 
and Ace (the aforementioned Space Case 
presumably), in this demo at least, has 
come to the rescue, generally being quite 
heroic through three levels as he attempts 
to clean up the vile mess. 

The options screen allows you to select 
from several difficulty levels, and an 
exceptionally nice touch is the ability to 
horizontally flip the levels, providing a 
slightly fresh challenge for anyone who 
completes it. Quite why this is included is 
beyond me, but it is, and it's good.

Final 
specifications have yet to be decided though.

After you've 
logged onto a BBS you'll generally be treated to 
page after page of text-based menus. Some of the 
more advanced systems use a style of graphics 
similar to the Teletext system you can receive on 
your TV, but for the most part, coloured writing is 
the best you'll get. Not that that's a problem! 



M odems. You know they're a little 
box that you connect to your 
computer and into the telephone. 
Then what? Good question, 
because potentially the world is your oyster. 

In this first instalment of a two part Amiga 
Action special, we'll be telling you a little bit 
about your own personal gateway to the 
world. If you've already heard the words 
Internet and BBSs bandied around, you're 
halfway there already. If you haven't, then 
the next few minutes could be quite 
surprising. Anyway, read on... 

Chicken's story 

About nine years ago I got my first modem. It was 
nothing special, in fact it was positively archaic 
by today's standards, but it was a modem. I was 
in a position that many of you are in now. You 
know what one is, you know roughly what they 
do, but you've no idea as to what use you could 
actually put one to. 

I had an Amstrad at the time and this modem 
was linked into that. I managed to bribe my 
parents to get me an account on British Telecom's 
Micronet service (this was a huge system, similar 
to Teletext, except you could connect your 
computer to it via the phone line and talk (well 
type) to other people.) It was sort of like CB with 
keyboards instead of voices. This might seem a bit 
sad, but it's all too easy to get hooked. After a 
while I started reviewing games for an online 
Amstrad section, and that is one of the reasons 
I'm here today. 

For reasons too numerous to mention, a lot of 
Micronet subscribers walked out on the service in 
1987. It seemed that the hundreds of thousands of 
regular users would now be relegated to the 
smaller Bulletin Board Systems (BBSs) where only 
one caller was allowed on line at a time. The 
social aspect was now defunct and people didn't 
want to know. 

Users dropped out of the scene in droves, me 
included. However, suddenly it's trendy to be in

communications again. BBSs are springing up at a 
rapid rate, and with all the publicity, more and 
more people are discovering a handy thing called 
the Internet. 

The Internet has been growing for years, but 
is something a lot of people have never known 
about. For one reason or another, magazine after 
magazine and author after author have begun to 
inform people about this worldwide network of 
computers that can be accessed via a local 
system. Virtually everyone who hears a little 
about it cannot fail to be Impressed by its CV. 

This is the point where I am willing to accept that 


some of you won't have the faintest clue of what 
I'm talking about. So, it's time for a little lesson in 
basic modeming! 

What's what? 

A modem is a device that allows your computer 
to communicate with others, regardless of make 
or size. The modem is the leveller. It interprets 
between the two machines and explains to each 
of them what's going on (and probably does a 
better job of it than I'm doing here to be honest!) 
Now because these machines are connected by 
signals sent down a telephone line, it is possible

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to link machines anywhere in the world and 
exchange data of whatever sort. 

A good example of this is the Football Glory 
review in this month's magazine. It was 
beginning to look a bit touch and go as to 
whether we'd get the game in to review this issue. 
We couldn't rely on Royal Mail, so we got in 
touch with Richard and Chris down at Black 
Legend in London. We connected our two 
modems, and 20 minutes later we were playing 
the finished version of the game near Manchester. 
Impressive eh? 

This is just a simple example of how a 
modem saved our skin. Fortunately, the chances 
of you needing 800k of data in half an hour if you 
are to keep your job (just kidding boss) are pretty 
slim. So what can be done with a modem in 
everyday practice? 

My other car's a Porsche 

Before we go into too much detail, it's important 
that I tell you a little bit about the technical side 
of things. All modems have what's known as a 
Baud rate. Put simply, this is the rate at which the 
device can translate information between the two 
systems. The higher the Baud rate, the faster it 
can operate. 

For example, my first modem was a 1200 
Baud. This meant that it could send and receive 
1200 bytes per second. The one I have now is a 
28,800 baud modem, which would have been

unheard of at that time. Obviously it pays to have 
as fast a modem as possible, because if the 
transfer is quicker, you aren't using the telephone 
for as long. And with the extortionate prices we 
get charged (although they are coming down all 
the time) this is obviously vitally important. 

What do I coimect to? 

Believe it or not, there are thousands of BBSs 
throughout the UK, and millions around the 
world. These systems are generally free of charge 
to use (excluding the price of the phone call of 
course). You'll come across file libraries of stuff 
just waiting for you to take (file transfer from a 
host machine to yours is called Downloading). 
Usually you'll have to "Upload" something every 
now and then, as nobody likes a freeloader. 
Obviously none of this stuff is commercial, but 
you can find handy utilities and game demos as 
well as recipes for quiche and so on. 

Pirates are frowned upon by sensible SysOps 
(system operators - the people who run the BBSs) 
as they can get into a lot of trouble and have their 
gear confiscated if they are caught. Pornography 
is all under the counter on most systems too, so if 
you're a parent, the worry of this is not as large as 
it once was. The penalties for carrying material of 
an obscene nature are also heavy. 

While it is fair to say that the majority of BBSs 
cater mainly for the PC, an awful lot have an 
Amiga section. Some boards are Amiga specific 
and we'll be giving you more details about these 
in part two next month. 

Standard practice... 

They might be free, but all boards require you to 
register with them. This is because of red tape 
such as the Data Protection Act. Registering 
generally means supplying the owner with your 
name, password, address and telephone number, 
as well as other boring details about yourself. This 
is no cause for worry, because the DPA protects 
your information and is on your side. 

Another reason for passwords is so that other 
users can leave what is known as e-mail. This 
may be private correspondence, and if you didn't 
have a codeword then anybody could read it 
couldn't they? We'll be going into all this in far 
more detail next month, so don't worry about it 
just yet.

The control system is extremely difficult to 
get to grips with, at least it is with the preferred 
tw(i-button joystick/pad method.

You may be wondering why ail of these 
weapons are necessary.

Well, there's this bloke see, and he intends to 
take over the solar system by building a 
whopping great weapon known only as the Psyko 
Machine. He's called Moribund Kadaver by the 
way, in case you're interested. 

The game takes place over six massive levels 
as the Skeleton Krew and Kadaver's Dead Inc. 
race against time to collect the components 
required to build the deadly weapon. The levels 
are based throughout the solar system, on Earth, 
Venus, Mars and 
Kadaver's own 
artificially created 
planet, Psyogen^sis,/the 
headquart^^ of the 
dreaded dead Inc. 

Each planet also has 
an end-of-level boss. 

Now you would be 
forgiven for thinking 
that this means there 
are six end-of-level 
guardians, but oh no. 

Being Core, they had to 
try and go one better. That means seven end-of‘ 
level bosses, two of which come on the last level. 
And they are huge. I'm not kidding. When you 
see one of these boys coming at you, you back 
off. At least if you're me you do. But then 
perhaps that's why I don't last that long.

Anyway, as the Kil-ew progress through the 
levels, you'll begin to notice that there's 
something a little amiss here. Now this' is 
supposed to be a shoot'em-up isn't it? Well 
what's it doing having little puzzley bits in it 
then?

the quest will take you from one end of the universe to the other as you travel from 
Mars to Pluto. The levels remain essentially the same throughout, but after all, it is a 
shoot 'em-up. What else can you expect? 


Action fans needn't 
panic, it's nothing that's 
going to tax your addled 
brains too much. It certainly 
couldn't be called a puzzle 
game, but it is a feature 
nonetheless and there can be no 
denying it. Admittedly, the toughest it 
gets is turning off a forcefield by 
shooting at something, but it does serve as a 
mild distraction, and is one of the reasons I like 
Skeleton Krew so much. 

I'm not into the whole Cyberpunk thing at all 
to be honest. I don't like Manga and haven't read 
a comic since I was fourteen, but it is impossible 
not to see its appeal, and very difficult not to get 
drawn in by the stuff. I felt a strange affiliation 
with the Krew and their cause by the time I was 
finished, and it'^ something I would definitely see 
through to the end if I had the time or the skill 
(and I have neither).

To my knowledge, no-one has ever done a 3D 
isometric shoot'em-up before - I think mainly 
because they thought it couldn't be done. Core 
have slaved away over the game for a good while 
now, and the finished product shows that it has 
certainly been worth the effort. There are some 
real jaw dropping effects, a lot of which are very 
subtle, and the animation is superb. 

The characters strut around as if they own the 
screen (and who am I to argue), and the way they 
go up and down stairs on to different levels is 
enough to impress me. 

You also have the ability to walk behind walls 
and hole yourself up in an alcove for added 
protection. There are a ton of other nice touches 
that struck me while I was playing, but 
annoyingly escape my feeble brain at this very 
moment. Never mind.

I f you've been looking for a reason to buy a 
super, wondrous CD32, you no longer have 
an excuse. I'm afraid. Oh, apart from the 
fact that you probably can't find any shop 
that's selling the things at the moment, 
thanks to the long running saga concerning 
the future of Commodore. 

Well, hopefully, when that's sorted, all your 
excuses are out the window. Actually, if anyone at 
the future Commodore or Amiga Ltd or whatever 
the name turns out to be, has any sense, they will 
be making serious efforts to get this game bundled 
with the machine, thereby enhancing its appeal 
considerably. 

I've heard it said that Guardian can do for the 
CD32 what Sonic the Hedgehog did for the 
MegaDrive. And, having played the finished 
version for quite some time now, 1 find it difficult 
to disagree. Programmed by relative newcomers. 
Acid Software, the game is an unashamed, no 
nonsense blaster in the all-action mould. 

The game is set in a rapidly shrinking universe, 
sometime in the future. Why the universe is 
shrinking isn't clear, all you are told is that it is 
only a few light years in diameter, sort of a reverse 
big bang if you will. Millions of life forms are now 
battling it out for possession of the few remaining 
resources, conveniently giving themselves an 


excuse not to worry about the impending disaster 
that lies around the corner. 

You have been selected as a Guardian (hence 
the title I suppose), one of an elite troop of pilots 
charged with protecting what is left of the human 
species. Your mission is to repel the relentless 


attacks of alien life forms on a series of populated 
planets. The responsibility that lies on your 
shoulders is a heavy one, as you are secure in the 
knowledge that should you fail, the human race 
will face certain destruction.

rewards you receive should you 
succeed in your goal, but when 
you play Guardian, you will 
realise just how difficult it actually 
is.

If you've ever played Super 
Nintendo Starwing/Starfox, then 
you will have a good idea of what 
to expect gameplay wise. 

However, Guardian is far less 
linear than its counterpart, 
allowing you the freedom to roam 
around the combat arena at will. 

The similarity comes in the 
graphics and the all-action 
gameplay style so successfully utilised by the 
geezers at Nintendo. 

Acid have 'borrowed' certain elements from 
Starwing, reworked them, improved things 
generally and come up with, what is in effect, an 
all round better game. 

There are ten planets to conquer, and you 
move on to the next when you have cleared three 
zones of Dronoids (alien craft that float around 
with the sole intention of destroying your buildings 
and installations). 

You have an array of weaponry at your 
disposal, including lasers, smart bombs and 
tracking missiles. You also have a shield as a last 
line of defence. 

The lasers have unlimited fire, but the smart 
bombs and tracking missiles are strictly limited, 
and you should try and use them sparingly. But I

It's funny you know, normally I can't bring myself 
to go over the same ground time and time again, 
but with Guardian it doesn't seem to be a 
problem. Perhaps the key lies in it's simplicity, and 
the fact that the levels don't change that 
much anyway. I suppose it doesn't 
really matter which level you're

take a look at this as it might well open your eyes 
quite a bit. These guys certainly know what 
they're doing as far as getting the best out of the 
hardware goes. 

The plot is quite original for a change. 
Apparently, millions of years ago, long before 
humans inhabited the Earth, the planet was 
inhabited by these alien things. These things (we'll 
stick to calling them that because I don't know 
their real names!) died off. But, before they left, 
they planted embryos deep in the Earth's crust so 
that they could one day take over again.

little tricky, especially the 
putting, but European Tour 
is a different story entirely. 
Within a couple of holes I 
was hitting pars regularly 
and birdies all too often, 
and after a couple of

disappeared. But, seeing as we've only had it for a 
week or so, I can't really say for definite whether 
that's true or not. 

At the moment I can't really find much else to 
fault the game. If you're a golf fan, you've 
probably been starved of a decent simulation of 
your favourite sport, and have no doubt been 
consoling yourself with the original EA effort of a 
few years ago. Thankfully, Ocean have now 
stopped the drought by supplying the presently 
flourishing Amiga games market with a conversion 
straight out of the top drawer. 

If you're desperately seeking a golf game that's 
got all the features you could hope for, I can't see 
why you would want to look anywhere else.

A walk into any computer store these 
days can sometimes lead to wishful 
glances over at the PC section, and any 
wargames fans might have noticed Fields of 
Glory for this particular machine. If this is the 
case they will also know that it is probably 
one of the best looking wargames to date, 
and here it is for the Amiga. 

Even though this type of game is generally 
associated with bland graphics, great leaps have 
been made in recent years to make them look 
more appealing in order to attract a wider 
audience. MicroProse are the company to thank as 
they bring the glory of muskets, cannons and 
dysentery to the Amiga. 

Anybody who plays wargames a lot (that's the 
real ones and not their computer cousins) 
will know a lot about miniatures. The 
programmers of this particular title 
have tried to make the men look 
as much like these miniatures as 
possible, and the system works 
really well. As far as the visuals 
are concerned. Fields of Glory 
isn't a million miles away from 
the PC version. 

There are a number of training 
missions and difficulty options in 
order to make learning the game as 
simple a task as possible. The manual (as 


with all MicroProse instructions) is clear and 
concise, and helps you through all aspects of 
governing your little body of men. 

Troop manoeuvres are the key to the game 
and there are several ways of moving them into 
position. If you believe the time is right, you can 
even set them to charge the enemy and then sit 
back and wait to see who gets routed. Of course 
one wrong decision could mean disaster, as it only 
takes one cannon shot to wipe out your best guys. 
Several great historic battles are 
included and you can fiddle 
around changing factors to your 
heart's content. 

If you're Into the 
Napoleonic period, or just want 
to try something a little bit 
different, then Fields of 

Glory is a good place to stick your 
money. It's probably the most 
complete, appealing wargame to 
date. With all due credit to 
companies like Impressions, who 
consistently turn out good games of 
this genre. Fields of Glory is, in my 
opinion, considerably better. If you 
had to point at one particular strategy 
game of this type and say that it was the 
one to attract non-wargamers, it would 
have to be Fields of Glory. Jk

T here has to come a time eventually when 
football management games can get no 
more comprehensive, and everything 
that can be included, has been. The new 
Sensible World of Soccer looks like it could be 
the ultimate business, but until then, we're 
going to have to endure a spate of other 
similar releases. 

I say "endure" because I'm really not too 
impressed with Club Football - The Manager. 
Apparently, there are plans to use the Club 
Football title with other games in the future, but 
for now. Boms have stuck with management. It's 
been in development for almost twelve months 
now, but all that time doesn't seem to have 
produced what can be regarded as a properly 
finished article. 

I'm not knocking the presentation, because 
that, in its own way, ranks alongside the classy 
Premier Manager 2.

The ultimate aim of the game is to escape, but 
the overriding priority is that of survival. Once you 
have grasped the basic techniques, things will 
become much easier in your bid to escape the 
planet. At times, after a battle, or when you have 
contracted some form of illness (from food 
poisoning to malaria), you will need to treat 
yourself correctly or die. This means anything from 
X-raying yourself to looking for broken bones, or 
administering drugs to lessen the effects of flu. 


Staying Alive 

You may be wondering how you'll know when 
you are ill. Well, one of the best features of the 
game has to be the soundtrack, which must be one 
of the most detailed yet. Every little cough, sneeze 
and hiccup is played out alongside the musical 
score, and in conjunction with your personal 
computer and some practise, you will be able to 
assess your condition and treat yourself like a 
qualified GP. 

In extreme cases it is even necessary to 
amputate one of your own limbs to stop the spread 
of gangrene, and yes, you have to perform the 
operation yourself using items from your medical 
kit. Obviously you want to avoid this, not only 
because of the thought of it, but also because it 
will significantly hamper your progress in making 
good your escape.

The levels are large at the outset, there's a 
decent learning curve and the background 
parallax is very nice indeed. Oh, and the inclusion 
of two separate endings is a very good idea (the 
more genuine bad guys you kill, as opposed to the 
more colourful pseudo-baddies, the greater your 
chances of arriving in heaven). 


Impossajumps. We've seen them before and it 
isn't fair. You're standing towards the left of the 
screen and most of what you can see to the right is 
empty space. But, there's nowhere else to go. You 
leap.

The sound is like something you'd have expected 
to come across in a game for the Atari VCS ten 
years ago, and we really shouldn't 
have to settle for simple blips and 
bloops in these times of technological 
greatness. Charlie is an aural 
disappointment from start to finish. 

The baddies are also a bit poor. In 
the main they're small, and there's 
very little action required to avoid 
them. So, an end-of-level guardian 
would have come in handy to break 
up the fairly simple and repetitive 
gameplay. Fair enough, the sub-games 
are in there... scratch that one. But, 
deduct a point for Charlie J.'s habit of 
disappearing from the top of the 
screen when he leaps from a high 
point.

unpacking your newly bought copy of 
Cannon Fodder from its beautiful shiny 
polythene and plastic case, is remove your 
control pad from the CD32 and replace it with 
a mouse.

(they've substituted the red and blue buttons for’

T he first impression I had when the 
packaging was ripped off the chunky 
looking parcel with the Derby postmark, 
was that Td got my money's worth. Not that I 
paid for it, but the double CD box containing 
not only the disk and manual, but also the 
Guide To Paralela - the galaxy In which the 
story is set - Is enough to make a CD32 
owner's eyes glint with glee. 

The game, as with so many on this vastly 
under-utilised format, remains the same. It's the 


graphically-excellent-but-slightly-frustrating-to- 
play-festival the disk version was, the only 
difference being the much-maligned CD32 
controller. The character, Boris, is moved directly 
by means of the joypad, and the red and blue 
buttons are used to select and implement any 
options you see fit to use. 

Unfortunately, once again, the controller 
makes a game more difficult to play than it should 
be. This small inconvenience can usually be 
glossed over, because the vast majority of people 
own a mouse, but ridiculously, in 
this case, using the mouse is not 
an option - and 1 can't for the life 
of me think why. 

Universe remains a very good 
game trapped in a dodgy control 
method, and unfortunately, the 
lack of a mouse option for this 
version, makes it that bit dodgier 
for anyone but the ultra patient.

with what is hasicaily the same game with a 
different storyline. Simply pointing the mouse at 
a compass and clicking once to move a step 
forward just doesn't cut it for me anymore. I 
want action, I want excitement and I want to use 
a joystick every once in a while. Admittedly, I 
prefer games that make you think, hut what's 
wrong with thinking while using a comfortable 
control method? 

Legends addresses all of these problems and 
comes up with what looks like a unique (for the 
Amiga at least) gaming experience. 

Legends is played at a forced 3D first person 
perspective, and incorporates a cartoony, easy 
on the eye graphical style which, while maybe 
not as detailed as some other efforts, is perfect 
for this game, summing up its entire nature in 
one fell swoop. 

I have to say it I suppose, Krisalis can't really 
take all the credit for any of the points 
mentioned above, because, let's face it, it could 
be a Zelda game. Zelda, for those who don't 
know, is a highly successful series of RPGs in a 
similar vein programmed by Japanese console 
giants, Nintendo. 

Apart from a brief foray with Philips' CD-i 
technology, no non-Nintendo machine has really 
benefited from the delights this style of game can 
offer. When you think about it, it's strange that 
no one has tried it in the past. OK, the style Is 
perfectly suited to the keyboardless console, but 
it works just as well on the Amiga. Krisalis have 
decided to redress the balance, and are hoping 
to unleash Legends on to a previously 
unsuspecting public sometime early next year. 

When you are told that a project has been 
designed by the people responsible for the 
excellent Sabre Team (also from the Krisalis 
stable), you can be fairly confident that you're in 
for a treat. When you are subsequently told that 
they have worked on It solidly since finishing the 
SAS simulator some two years ago, it is difficult 
to contain the gasps of anticipation and 
excitement that begin to build. 

Hearing the storyline is somewhat of a 
blessed relief. Although it is a rather 
cringeworthy cliche fest, and I'll go into that in a 
moment, the best thing for me by far, is the fact 
that it isn't one of those annoying King's Quest- 
esque rescue the princess from the clutches of 


the evil sorcerer/witch/goblin etc'em-up that it 
could so easily have turned into. 

Right, here goes. In the future, it turns out 
that the Earth has been an alien experiment all 
along, and the aliens have decided that our 
planet is far too peaceful. Being the destructive 
sort, they fancy disrupting the future by altering 
the course of time. They decide that the best way 
to do this is to provide the inhabitants of certain 
key periods in time with sophisticated weaponry. 

With such arsenals at their disposal, they can 
wreak havoc, death and destruction on 
everybody, hopefully leading to a much more 
violently minded human race. 

The aliens hastily zapped back the high-tec 
equipment to the Ancient Egyptians, the Wild 


West, the noble people of Arthurian England, 
and the thoughtful types that inhabited China 
around the time of Confusions. Right, time for a 
hero. You have stumbled upon the aliens plot, 
and have decided that the human race needs 
someone to take charge and put an end to all this 
violent nonsense. 

You realise that you somehow have to get 
someone back to each of the time periods 
concerned, and nip the vile deeds in the bud. 

You swiftly knock up a time machine, but to 
your horror you discover that anyone you 
attempt to send back to the past ends up 
dripping down the wails rather than valiantly 
fighting off hordes of red Indians as was your 
initial intention.

A few hasty modifications and a swift bang 
on the top, and you have a machine which can't 
actually send people back in time, but can 
beam their spirit and mind into one of the 
natives of the various periods.

Over the past couple of years, Disney have undergone a bit of 
a revival in the oid cartoon film stakes. The new breed of 
Disney films - Beauty and the Beast, Aladdin, and now The 
Lion King, have no doubt made the bank managers even 
happier than before. Never one to miss an opportunity. Virgin 
Interactive, in association with Walt’s boys, are about to bring 
a platform game to the Amiga that will rival the consoles... or 
have we heard that before? 


Unlike some platform 
games, the control on 
Aladdin works just 
fine, and there don't 
seem to be too many 
frustrating points where 
you find yourself falling to an 
untimely death. It all depends 
whether you're a fan of 'up' to Jump or 
not. Some people hate it and others don't mind at 
all. Either way, once you're used to the control, 
you're laughing all the way to the casbah. 


Bad guys come in a variety of forms. These 
range from washer women lobbing dishes 
out of nearby windows to skinny blokes 
throwing bottles straight at you. All can be 
disposed of either with your trusty blade or 
by hurling apples at them. I haven't seen the 
film, so don't ask me if this is relevant to the 
plot or not, okay? I Just want to be left alone.

Aladdin isn't just a left to right scrolling game either. 
Sometimes ropes have to be climbed, and some chasms 
have to be negotiated by dangling dangerously by your 
hands over pits of fire and stuff. Exciting or what? Throw 
in your regular dose of disappearing platforms, and you 
have well, the Mega Drive version. But then there's 
nothing wrong with that is there? 


The best thing about Aladdin 
- the Amiga version, is 
undoubtedly the animation 
of the main character 
himself. This shouldn't really 
be surprising when you take 
into account the pedigree of 
the parent company behind 
it all, but great credit must 
be heaped upon the 
programmers for the 
marvellous job they have 
done so far.

The game is actually a follow up to The 
Lawnmower Man which never actually 
made it to the Amiga. The screenshots 
here are from the PC version, but a CD32 
release is set for the first quarter of 1995 
(which isn't that far away really if you 
think about it). 

Drawing on elements of the original 
film, the plot of the game sees you in 
conflict with Jobe, a Cyber God. It all 
sounds a bit confusing, but as the whole 
thing is based around Virtual Reality, 
that's not too surprising. 

The PC CD-Rom version is spread across 
four disks, but at this stage we're not sure 
whether this will be the case with the 
CD32, or whether the game will be cut 
dramatically. We will of course let you 
know just as soon as we find out. 

In the meantime, if you fancy some 
"brain-popping logic puzzles, coupled 
with a number of flight and weapons 
simulations", then you're just going to 
have to grit you teeth and wait until the 
Christmas dust settles.

Dungeon Master was the game that started 
off the 16-bit revolution, and many people 
bought their STs just to play it. Things have 
obviously come a long way since then 
however, and graphics have been tarted up 
to the digitised extent of Ishar 3 and the 
rotating landscape of Ambermoon. Crystal 
Dragon takes everything back to basics and 
does a good job of it too. 


Unlike Dungeon Master, where 
you took a party of four deep into 
the murky depths. Crystal Dragon 
only has two daring heroes to 
battle with. Right from the off you 
are confronted with a puzzle. You 
can't actually get into the 
dungeon unless you work out the 
code that unlocks the door. After 
that, it's exactly what you'd 
expect from a game like this - 
endless winding corridors and 
constant fighting. 
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Regular readers will remember our 
two part Pinball Illusions feature a 
couple of months back. We are now 
in a position to take a closer look at 
how if's all coming along. The 
finishing touches are just being 
added to the majority of the game, 
but the Law and Justice table is all 
ready for a final polish. 

In case you're new to the scene. 
Pinball Illusions is the third silverball 
game from 21st Century. The 
previous two have set a standard 
which is yet to be challenged, let 
alone beaten, and the way this is 
shaping up, it looks like taking 
everything a stage further. 

New features worth mentioning 
are the low/high resolution modes, 
where simply by pressing a key, you 
can flip the whole table into 
beautiful high resolution graphics on 
your A1200. Bail movement has been 
enhanced, and made more realistic 


too. The bail actually looks like a real 
pinball now, and seems to act more 
convincingly.

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Football management games are two a 
penny these days, and consequently it’s 
more difficult than ever to impress with 
them. Sureiy just about every feature 
possibie has already been used. Over the 
last couple of years, fans of management 
‘sims’ have become divided in much the 
same way as the arcadesters were over 
Sensibie and Kick Off 2. Championship 
Manager and Premier Manager are the 
two divisive forces - you’il struggie to 
find any computer footbailer who doesn’t 
bear aliegiance to one or the other. And, 
with news that Championship Manager 2 
is slated for a new year release. Gremlin 
have gone back to the drawing board to 
give themseives a bit of a half time 
taiking to. 


As well as deciding what 
formation your players will take 
up, you'll have a damn sight 
more say in what kind of 
attributes they display during 
the match. Before a game 
begins, each player can be 
looked at in turn, and you can 
determine how much of their 
time they spend running, 
passing, playing long balls, short 
balls, how aggressively they 
tackle, where defenders mark 
etc., etc. And remember, this is 
for every single player - a real 
fanatics dream. Ground 
improvements have changed 
too, and are much more 
understandable than in PM2. 



As is traditional with Premier 
Manager, you begin life in the 
Conference league and need to 
struggle your way to glory. 
Fortunately now, you don't have 
to do it alone, because you have at 
your disposal an assistant 
manager. He will be more than 
happy to take care of the more 
mundane day-to-day activities. For 
example, contracts play an 
important part, and while you're 
busy wrangling in the transfer 
market - which itself is far more 
complex and, I suppose, realistic - 
he'll be tying down the important 
players and setting them to work 
on pre-season training. And stuff. 
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Premier Manager 3 is once more 
programmed by Realms of Fantasy, 
responsible for the first two super¬ 
successful efforts in the trilogy, and the 
basic mechanics of the gatpe will be 
instantly recognised by fans. The original 
game was found by many to ^e a touch 
easy, a problem which the second more 
than addressed, and there is to be no let 
up with the difficulty this time either. The 
statistics of the players are a great deal 
more in-depth too, with heading ability 
just one extra factor to consider. 


The match sequence, in my opinion, is a much overrated feature of this type of 
game - I just want to know the outcome after all my pre-match hard work. 
However, mine is a minority view, and Gremlin have constantly improved this 
aspect, culminating in what we see here. Both teams are represented in their 
correct strips and everything. Possession is displayed correctly, and, should you 
choose a slow enough speed, aspects such as a particularly long run or a good 
cross can be plainly seen. It appears to be the best of its kind.
